Senate approves aid bill

The 
Senate today approved a $2.75 billion 
foreign aid bill, slashed 22 per cent 
under President Nixon's request, 
and containing numerous foreign 
policy restrictions. 
Passage of the bitterly contested 
measure, which had been defeated 
by the Senate earlier in the year, 
cleared the way for approval of a 
money 
resolution 
to 
continue 
funding of the aid program until 
Congress comes back next year to 
settle the issue. 
The 33 to 21 vote appeared to have 
unblocked the remaining obstacles 
to adjournment ot the first session 
of the 92nd Congress, which will be 
in recess until mid-January. 
President Nixon had requested a 
$3.55 billion aid bill —$2 billion for 
military assistance and the rest for 
economic programs. But the final 
version, 
which • the 
House 
is 


expected to approve next year, gave 
him 
$1.5 
billion 
for 
military 
assistance 
and 
$1.2 
billion 
for 
econom ic 
and 
h u ma n i t a r i a n 
programs. 
That money covers the fiscal year 
that ends next June 30. In addition, 
the bill authorizes $984 million for 
economic assistance in the year that 
begins next July 1. A separate bill 
for economic assistance for that 
fiscal year will have to be enacted in 
the second session. 
The Senate yielded on the mam 
policy question that had deadlocked 
the aid 
measure, killing Senate 
D e m o c r a t i c 
L e a d e r

establishing a six-month timetable 
to withdraw from Vietnam. But

restrictions were lelt 
in. 
including a $341 million ceiling on

The Cuban government issued a 
statement Thursday, broadcast by 
Radio Havana and monitored in 
Miami, saying it had captured the 
1.400-ton cargo ship Johnny Express

The White House took exception to a letter to 
President .Nixon from Mrs Gandhi in which she said 
the United States could have avoided the war by 
taking positive action during the Bangla Desh revolt 
nine months ago 
“The way to avoid war is not by starting up the 
tanks and not by putting bullets in the rifles.” said 
presidential Press .Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler. “ The 
way you avoid war is not to deploy war equipment and 
war 
forces 
with 
the 
objective 
ot 
military 
confrontations and action. " 


.Mrs (iandhi s letter was made public in New Delhi 
Thursday, the day after it was written, and thi." 
appeared to irk the White House, which declined 
comment on whether it has received the letter 


In the letter. .Mrs tiandhi expressed "deep anguisf 
at the unhappy turn which the relations between oui 
two countries have tak en " And she said het 
government was “deeply hurt by the innuendos anc 
insinuations " that India precipitated the war 


Ziegler declined to make any direct comment on the

Fighting continued up almost to 
the start of the cease-fire with 
heavy fighting on several areas ot 
the 2.000-mile long Western Front 
w ith each side apparently hoping to 
gam as much territory as possible 
before the war ended. 
India was reported to hold about 
1,400 square miles of West F’akistan 
and a spokesman in .New Delhi said 
Pakistan held only about 80 square 
miles. A spokesman said it was a 
cease-fire in place and that the two 
armies would stay where they are 
until a settlement is reached.

An Indian military spokesman said 
Pakistan launched a

miles inside West Pakistan where 
Indian troops have occupied about 
350 square miles near the border of 
Kashmir. The heaviest tank battle 
of the war was fought there earlier 
this week. 
Heavy fighting aLso was reported 
in the Kargil area in tar northeast 
Kashmir and near Chhamb in the 
southern region of Kashmir with 
Pakistan apparently attempting to 
regain as much territory as piissible 
before the cease-fire. 
Pakistan Radio reported a series 
ot Indian air attacks on occupied 
areas during the day including an 
attack on the big Pakistan city of 
Lahore where it said 11 persons 
were killed and 13 were injured. 
Far to the south in the Char desert 
region ot the 2,000-mile*long Western 
front Indian forces were reported to 
have 
advanced

Pakistan and to hold 1,000 square 
miles ot 
wasteland in the Sind 
Desert, f^akistan rushed in four 
infantry battalions and 144 tanks 
today but there were no details ot 
the fighting.

Don’t take 
an old flame 
for granted. 


Just because it’s always been so warm, helpful and trustworthy is no reason to 
ignore it. In fact, lately people realize natural gas needs to be conserved, just like our 
other natural resources. Fortunately people are increasingly interested in 
our total ecology, of which energy supplies are a vital part. So a few suggestions 
may be welcome. 


How to make conservation begin at home: 


These suggestions may each sound like a rather small saving, but together they’re 
enough to show in your gas bill. And if every household followed them, the total 
saving of fuel would be substantial. (If you’re a thrifty sort, you may be practicing 
these economies already.) 
Cooking: Don’t use a high flame when a low one will do. Don’t pre-heat 
the oven too long. Don’t use the oven to warm the room. Cover saucepans while 
cooking. 
Washers, dishwashers: Save hot water (and the gas that heats it) by running 
full loads only. (Same for clothes dryers.) 
House heating: W hen autumn comes, remember to turn the thermostat down 
when you go to bed. Draw the drapes at night; that cuts loss of heat through 
the glass. Close fireplace flues, air vents, etc., when not in 
use. And don’t heat the furniture to a toasty 72 degrees 
while you’re away all day— or on vacation. 


Other fuel-saving tips: 


Make sure all appliances are operating efficiently. 
Don’t overwork your furnace by making it 
struggle to blow air through an old, clogged 
filter. Check to see if your range produces 
a pure blue flame. ( A yellow flame 
indicates improper combustion, which 
means waste. Have the range adjusted.)

Isla Vista developer 
receives tax break 


Isla Vista landlord and land developer Jack Schwartz has 
won a tax break on various undeveloped properties he owns 
in the university community. 
The concessions came after a hearing before the County 
Board ol Equalization, made up ol the five county 
supervisors. 
Over the protests ot the assessor's office, the board voted 
to reduce assessments by 40 cents per square foot on tour of 
the five properties on which Schwartz appealed the 
assessor's valuations. It was not immediately learned how- 
much Schwartz will benefit from the ruling 
Ruling on the remaining parcel was held up pending a 
dispute between Schwartz and the assessor's office as to 
size of the parcel, given a $552.000 cash valuation bv the 
assessor. 
Schwartz claimed “ things are improving in Isla Vista." 
but claimed the 1970 Isla Vista disorders have had a 
lingering bad effect on landowners seeking to sell or 
develop properties. He said bank loans and insurance were 
still difficult to get. 
Supervisor George Clyde protested that the board could 
“ hardly approve reductions in these cases' after declining 
appeals in other Isla Vista cases earlier this year 
Schwartz s properties in dispute had a combined cash value 
of $682,000 in the assessor's view, while Schwartz said they 
were worth only $476.000 on the market. 
Another year or two will probably see things back to 
normal. 
Schwartz philosophized. Supervisor Francis 
Beattie said the valuations could be restored when things 
got better.

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Damage to nearby agricultural lands from waste

The commission hearing was called to consider it it were 
necessary to revoke, suspend or take no action in respect to 
the county conditional use permit held by Pozzolon. 


Miss Rosario Curletti, of Santa Barbara, owner ot 
ranchlands near the plant, said "there is evidently damage 
coming from waste material from the plant She said land 
damage has occurred with the material coursing down a 
creek between the properties and going into Solomon 
Creek 
Planners fail to act 
on sewer element 


The County Planning Commission again failed this week 
to take affirmative action on the proposed new water and 
sewer facilities element of the County General Plan, due to 
controversy still raging over it in several parts of the 
county. 


When Commissioner G Norman Bacon, w ho has opposed 
giving approval to the study and new element, moved the 
public hearing be continued to next March 15. the 
commission agreed 
Meanwhile, the commission received word from the 
Carpintería County Water District that it agrees with the 
report of Boyle Engineering, ot Ventura, in some cases and 
not in others. The Ventura firm was the consulting engineer 
retained to make the water and sewer services study. 
The Boyle report, according to Carpintería Water 
District General Manager Robert Lieberknecht, has caused 
concern by showing the Carpintería district will require 600 
acre feet of water to supplement Cachuma Project supply 
in the year 2000 The district, said Lieberknecht. feels this 
amount will be needed between 1975 and 1980. with approxi­ 
mately 2.000 acre feet of supplemental water needed by the 
year 2000 
The district, however, agrees with the Boyle report 
regarding a proposal for a single community water 
treatment plant to accommodate Santa Barbara, and the 
three county water districts of Montecito, Summerland and 
Carpintería. Construction, operation and maintenance 
savings could accrue with a combined plant in lieu ot single 
expanded operations, it was shown 
Open burning 
to be reduced 


The number ot open burning dumps in California will be 
reduced from 470 to 268 after Dec. 31. the California Air 
Resources Board announced today. 
By 1974 there will be only 68 such dumps in the state, and 
all open burning dumps in California will be eliminated bv 
1977 
Gov Ronald Reagan signed into law in the fall ot 1970 the 
bill which gives the State Air Resources Board power to 
close all open burning dumps. The board is empowered to 
permit the dumps to be phased out in cases ot hardship 
Only cities and counties which have demonstrated 
economic and technical difficulties and are located in 
sparsely populated areas w ill operate open burning dumps 
after Dec. 31. Extensions were granted tor one year in 
sparsely populated areas and tor two years in extremely 
sparsely populated areas. The ARB expects all open 
burning dumps to be phased out within five years. 
There is no provision in the law to allow private, state oi 
federally owned and operated disposal sites to continue to 
burn in the open after Dec. 31

SAN FRANCISCO — (NEA) — College basketball is the 
last unbridled frontier of venturesome opportunity in 
America. Get yourself a big man and you’re in business, 
which accounts for the Algeresque rise in good fortune of 
such celebrated basketball powers as San Angelo Texas 
State, South Alabama, Long Beach State and even little 
Quinnipiac. 


Guy Lewis fears Southwest Louisiana — just as in a 
bygone era Stagg feared 
Purdue. 
Lewis is the coach of the 
vaunted Cougars of Hous­ 
ton University, which when 
he went there as a 6-3 cen­ 
ter back in 1947 consisted 
of two buildings. Now you 
could get both of them in 
Hofheinz Pavilion, a mod­ 
ern campus temple conse­ 
crated to basketball for the 
edification of the*26,000 stu­ 
dents now enrolled. 
Conveniently, Lewis has 
some 6-9 and 6-10 specimens 
to choose from among the 
student body, who come 
from such diverse places as 
Diboll, Texas, and Schenec­ 
tady, N.Y. Guy himself is 
from Arp, Tex., and his 
wife Dena is from neighbor­ 
ing Troup (and it’s still a 
contentious 
thing 
in 
the 
Lewis household that Arp 
beats Troup in high school 
football every year). 
Anyhow, to get back to 
the thesis of wildcatting basketball, an idea of what can 
be 
wrought instantly was provided almost two decades 
ago at a nondescript little Ohio school named Rio (RYE- 
oh) Grande College, where a zealot named Newt Oliver 
produced an accurate-shooting center, one Bevo Francis, 
surrounded him with some good little ol’ boys who could 
hustle a basketball, and created ah immediate sensation 
by having Bevo score 100 points a night. This was 
achieved against Bible schools and the like, however. The 
minute Rio Grande came up against a bona fide good 
college team, Bevo was blanked and the scheme was 
exposed. 


Since the National Collegiate Athletic Association is a 
notably staid, austere organization, coaches like Guy 
Lewis have worked within the framework of tradition and 
respectability to round up tall freshman basketball play­ 
ers—i.e., Elvin (Big E) Hayes of recent vintage—and 
carefully plan a schedule which would show them off to 
best advantage. 


This doesn’t always work out according to plot. 


“ We have to schedule three years in advance,” noted 
Guy the other morning over Bloody Marys. “ So I rem em ­ 
ber we lined up Jacksonville University, which didn’t look 
like very much in those days. But by the time we got 
around to them they had already reached into the junior 
colleges and brought out people like Artis Gilmore. 


“One year we played South Alabama because a kid I 
know was coaching there. And he’d brought down a bunch 
of boys from Indiana and Illinois. They came down the 
court the first time, shot from 30 feet—poof, right in the 
basket. Made their first 11 shots. Best shooting team I 
ever saw. We beat 'em finally, but it was tough. 
“ Look at New Mexico State. They got this seven-foot 
Tree Grant and Jack Williamson, the most sought after 
high school guard in the country two years ago. They open 
against San Angelo Texas State. At home. And they lose.” 
Lewis noted there are no patsys any more in college 
basketball. 
‘‘You’ll find,” he said, ‘‘at least 100 very good college 
teams. Southwest Louisiana is probably the toughest of 
our first four games, maybe the best w e’ll see all year.” 
This was said the morning after Houston, picked among 
the nation’s top 10 in preseason polls, had been upset bv 
untouted California in its second game. We had last seen 
Guy and Dena Lewis somewhere in the Negev Desert of 
Israel, of all places, when he was doing some extra­ 
curricular coaching the sum m er of ’69. 
Any day now we’re sure a seven-foot Bedouin will show 
up in Houston to warm the hearts of the Cougar Cager 
Booster Club.

Indeed 
so well that 150 other Ameri 
can f a r m e r s have settled 
with Kahl here, hundreds of 
Australians have joined the 
new crop industry, and now 
this area is the richest cot­ 
ton country in this part of 
the world. 
Not all A m e r i c a n mi­ 
grants, naturally, have done 
so well here as Paul Kahl. 
And, actually, many of them 
haven t cared to. According 
to the Australian Depart­ 
ment of Immigration, most 
U.S. settlers aren’t coming 
here s e e k i n g great new 
horizons. They are running 
away from, not toward, so­ 
cial challenge and competi­ 
tion. Says an observer: “ The 
Americans are fairly well 
educated and skilled when 
compared to immigrants 
from other nations, but they 
don’t seem to be hoping to 
catch any tigers by the tail. 
I think most of them are just 
looking for peace and quiet.”

Yet “what the hell.” as he 
says, he's made a good go of 
it. He has just under 3,000 
acres of cotton, sunflowers 
and wheat; he's the board 
c h a i r m a n of the 60-farm 
Namoi Cotton Corporation; 
and he and his eldest son 
run a chemical business. The 
only time he thinks about 
America at all is on July 
4th, during a Wee Wah cele­ 
bration, and even it, he says, 
is fading as the mostly good 
years in Australia go by.

In 1851, some 
Digger discovered gold right 
here among the kangaroos

only stopped but reversed 
itself. The exiting Austral­ 
ians came back, and they 
were followed by thousands 
of Americans, also starry- 
eyed, dreaming of a new life 
of their own. 
Today the Aussie gold 
fields have piddled out, but 
the trend they started has 
not. Americans are continu­ 
ing to migrate to this coun­ 
try in relatively small but 
steadily increasing numbers. 
N e a r l y 4,000 U.S. citizens 
settle here every year, and 
in the last 25 years more 
than 70,000 Americans have 
moved to the land down un­ 
der.

Big statistics 


“ Tain t what we don t know that hurts us 
so much. 
said 19th-century humorist 
Artemus Ward. “ It's what we know that 
ain't so. 
The words were never more apt than in 
this day when we toss around figures in the 
millions and billions, whether dollars, 
populations or distances to planets, as if 
we knew what we were talking about. And 
like Hitler's “ big lie," the bigger the 
statistic we use, the more likely that 
people will believe it. 
Tell someone that highways are paving 
over the country at the rate of one million 
acres a year, as the Sierra Club tells us. 
and he'll not dispute you. After all, it's 
obvious; we see it going on all around us. 
We “ know" it's true. 
The fact is: Most road building in the 
past 
half-century 
has 
been 
in 
improvements to existing 
roads, not 
building new ones. 
In 1916. the United States had nearly 3 
million miles of roads and streets. Today, 
while population has doubled and the 
number ol motor vehicles has increased 
30-fold, road mileage has increased less 
than one-fourth to a total of 3.7 million 
miles. 
Even at the high rate of building since 
the Interstate system began in 1959 — 120 
square miles a year — it would take 25,000 
years to pave over the country. 
Another often-heard example is the 
claim that 750,000 Americans have been 
killed by firearms since the turn of the 
century. 
This wholly unsubstantiated statistic 
seems to have originated in the mind of the 
author of an antigun book, and a lot of well- 
meaning people have taken it from there. 
The fact is: Nobody knows how many 
people have been killed by firearms since 
even as recently as 1960 because the FBI 
did not begin compiling data until 1961. 
Only very limited and incomplete figures

exist for the years back to 1910, and they 
do 
not 
always 
distinguish 
between 
handguns and long guns, between deaths 
due to firearms and deaths due to 
explosives 
or between homicides and 
accidents. 
Somewhat smaller, but still impressive, 
is the statistic of 700,000 children allegedly 
injured by toys every year. This oft- 
repeated charge originated in a staff 
report of the National Commission on 
Product Safety in June, 1970. 
The fact is: The figure is a sheer 
“ projection 
— that is, a guesstimate — 
based on an assumption that toys cause 3.5 
per cent of all household accidents. 
But no one really knows the number ot 
accidents 
connected 
with 
toys, 
both 
because no one has ever counted them and 
because it is not always easy to attribute 
the cause of an accident. 
If a child carrying a toy falls down a 
flight of steps and is injured by the toy, did 
the toy really cause the injury? 
There definitely are dangerous toys, and 
government 
and 
.responsible 
manufacturers are trying to eliminate 
them. But nothing is helped by throwing 
around alarming and meaningless figures. 
A different kind of statistic is the one 
that is true enough as tar as it goes, but 
some people go too far with it — tor 
instance, the lamentable fact that the 
United States ranks something like 15th 
among 
industrial 
nations 
in 
infant 
mortality, behind such nations as Sweden. 
Norway, Finland and Switzerland. 
Can the Uipted States, with 200 million 
people, with its large minority groups, its 
big cities and vast f armlands, its slums, its 
Appalachia, 
its 
diverse 
climate, 
be 
compared with a country like Switzerland? 
But it is. if a statistic is needed to prove 
a point or grind an ax. 
No, tain t what we know' that hurts us so 
much. It s what we know that just ain't so.
